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AN AFRICAN LION AND LIONESS. 

Lions are found in various parts of Africa and Asia. They roam about the sandy deserts, and live in 
rocks and caves. The Lion is the strongest of all creatures that feed on flesh, and has been known to 
carry away a horse or a heif6r for several miles, with as much ease as a cat carries a rat. A fine Lion 
is about four feet high. 
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A LIONESS AND DOG IN A CAGE. 

Lions, when in confinement, have several times been known to pet little animals, and be 
very gentle with thenu For many years a dog lived with a Lioness in the Tower of London. 
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A LION AND LIONESS WITH WHELPS. 

The whel{)6 or cubs of the Lion are very much like large kittens, and at first mew in the 
same way. It is not till the young Lions are eighteen months' old that they begin to roar.

THE TIGER. 

This dnagnificent animal is found ^nly in Asia, where it lives amidst the forest jungles. 
A full-grown Tiger is a very beautiful creature ; its coat is of a glossy red-and-yellow 
colour, striped with bands oC black. The largest kind, called the Royal Bengal Tiger, 
is quite as big as the Lion. In India it is often hunted by sportsmen, who ride to 
attack it on trained Elephants. 
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THE LEOPARD 

Inhabits both Asia and Africa. It is a savage animal, very graceful and 
active, and beautifully marked with rose-shaped spots. It climbs trees with 
as easily as a cat If taken young, the Leopard can readily be tamed. 




THE JAGUAR 

Is a large species of Leopard inhabiting America. It is a very savage beast, 
and frequently springs upon its prey, such as deer or sheep, from the bough 
of a tree. It is also fond of fish, and will swim across the largest rivers 
in pursuit of them. 
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PANTHERS IN A CAGE. 



These animals are very similar to Leopards ; the only difference is in the size and number ot 
their spots. It is very amusing to watch them at play with one another: they often frolic 
about like young kittens.

THE PUMA. 

This animal is the Lion of America. Its fur is of a silvery-fawn colour. 
It lives much in trees, and often springs from the branches upon deer or 
sheep, but it rarely attacks mankind. It is sometimes called the painter, 
or the cougar. ^^ j 
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THE LYNX 

May still be found among the woods and mountains of Norway, Germany, 
and Switzerland. It lives mostly in trees, where it feeds op. iuoali 
quadrupeds and birds. No one has ever been able to tame a Lynx. It is 
of a dull-red colour, and about three feet long. 




THE AFRICAN WILD CAT. 

A species of Wild Cat was formerly found in the woods in Great Britain. 
It is still to be seen in many parts of Europe. It is of a very savage 
disposition, and preys on birds and small quadrupeds^ 
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ANGORA CATS. 

These beautiful cats come from Angora in Turkey. They are easily known from the 

common cats by their long, silky hair. 
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DOMESTIC CATS.

Is an animal about the size ot a cat. It is found in the Himalayan mountains^

THE STRIPED HYiENA. 

This fierce "creature is found in many parts of Asia, and in Northern and 
Central Africa. It feeds on any dead bodies it can find, and commits great havoc 
among flocks. In the South of Africa there is another kind, called the Spotted 
Hysena, which b equally ferocious. 
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THE AARD WOLF. 



This creature inhabits the Southern parts of Africa. It burrows a hole' in the 
ground^ and only comes out at night. It feeds on small animals. 




THE CIVET CAT 

Is found wild in many parts of India and in the North of Africa. It feeds 
upon birds and little animals, which it attacks at night It is caught and 
kept for the sake of a perfume which it yields. 
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THE PARADOXURB 

Is an animal rather larger than the Cat ; it is found in India and the adjoining 
islands. It lives in the woods, feeds mostly on fhut, and is very fond of coffee. 
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THE ICHNEUMON, 

Sometimes called Pharaoh's Hat, is found in Northern Africa, where it is 
frequently domesticated, that it may kill the snakes and lizards. It is very 
fond of eggs, particularly the Crocodile's.

The most famous breed of thb rough little dog comes from the Isle of Skye. 

A thorough-bred Skye-terrier is very valuable.

In Newfoundland and Labrador there is a splendid race of dogs which are very serviceable in 
sledges. They are very fond of the water. These dogs are oflen brought into England. 
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WOLVES. ' 

Wolves of various kinds inhabit almost every country in the world. 
Formerly they were common in Great Britain. They are generally 
savage but cowardly animals; but when very hungry they will attack 
even mankind. 




THE INDIAN JACKAL 

Is found in many parts of Africa and Asia. Jackals live in large troops ; 
they burrow in the ground, and only come out at night to hunt for food. 
Their cry when in pursuit of prey is described as a most horrible sound. 
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THE FOX 

Is found in various parts of England, and in almost every other country. Wherever 
he is, the fox is always the same clever, cunning thief — ^robbing hen-roosts, and 
lying in ambush for poor innocent rabbits. 




THE FENNEC AND THE OTOCYON. 

These are long-eared foxes, found in Eastern Africa. Their habits are very similar 

to those of the common fox. 
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THE POLECAT AND WEASELS. 

These destructive little creatures are common in England. They feed on game, poultry, 
eggs, and mice. One Polecat has been known to kill sixteen Turkeys in a night. 




THE ERMINE, in Sumwfir Dress. 

This creature, in England called the Stoat, is lai*ger than the Weasel. In Russia and 
Norway, in the winter time, its fur changes to a pure white, except the tip of the tail, 
which remains black. It is from this fur that the ermine tippets are made. 
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THE FERRET 

Is found wild in Africa* In England it is kept in a domestic state by men, 
who use it in catching rats and rabbits. In cold weather it would die 
if its habitation were not made warm.

It preys at night on 
small quadrupeds and birds ; and will, when opportunity offers, spring ftams, tree UDon 
a pasang deer, and tear it till it dies.

THE WOLVERINE 

Is the American Glutton. It is a very voracious animal, and will pursue 
its prey for many miles before it vnH give up the chase. 




THE TASMANIAN, OR ZEBRA WOLF. 

This is one of the largest and strongest animals found in Van Diemen's Land, 
where it lives in the deep glens, only prowling out at night in pursuit of prey. 
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THE BADGER. 

This harmless creature is found in various parts of Europe and Asia, and is still 
seen in England. It lives in deep burrows, and feeds on small animals and roots. 
In former years men used in cruel sport to worry a Badger with dogs. 




THE INDIAN BADGER, 

Or Sand-hog, is very like its European brother, but is taller and much more 

ferocious. It is only met with in the hilly parts of India, where it burrows 

in the ground. r^^^^T^ 
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THE SKUNK 

Is a native of North America. It feeds on birds and their eggs. It is well known by 
the offensive odour it is able to give forth when it is attacked. 




THE OTTER 



Is common in some parts of England and Scotland. It lives principally in the water, 
where it feeds on fish. Otter hunting is a very favourite pursuit in some parts. 
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THE CfflMPANZEE 

Inhabits Western Africa. It lives in troops, which sometimes commit much damage in the 
plantations. Full-grown males are often five feet high, and are very powerful animals. 
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THE CHACMA 



Is a very savage kind of Baboon, inhabiting the rocky parts of South Africa, near the Cape 
of Good Hope. Like all the monkey tribe, these creatures feed on fruit and herbage. 




THE HOWLING MONKEYS 
A'^- natives of Brazil. These Monkeys travel in troops of twenty or thirty together, and when ^

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THE ORANG-OUTAN. 

This is the largest of the Ape Tribe. It inhabits the islands of Borneo and Sumatra, where it 
roams about in the forests. It makes a seat in the boughs of trees, and will indolently sit there 
for hours together. This creature is sometimes found nearly six feet high. It is amazingly strong. 
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A GROUP OF AFRICAN MONKEYS. 

There are more than fifty different kinds of Monkeys inhabiting Africa, India, and South America. 
They are all very similar in their habits, and generally live, in troops, in dense forests.

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THB RACOON, 

Or 'Coon, as it is often called, b common in Canada and the United States. 
Sportsmen are very fond of shooting this animal, for the sake of its skin. It lives 
in trees, and preys at night on fowls and small quadrupeds.

Inhabits the warmer parts of North America. It lives in troops among the trees. 
It is very active, and catches birds with ease. 
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THE SHREW MOUSE AND THE WATER SHREWS. 

The Shrew Mouse is a pretty little animal with a long snout, with which help it digs up 
worms and insects. The Water Shrew lives on the banks of little streams. It dives 
and swims with great ease, and eats water insects. Both are common in England. 




THE MOLE. 

his little animal passes most of its time in its retreats 
iderground. It has very small eyes, but it can see 
sU enough to catch worms and sometimes young 
rds. Its fur is very soft and fine. There are Moles 
nearly every country. 



THE HEDGEHOG. 

This is the only English animal that is protected with 
spikes. It lives on frogs, snails, and insects. When 
attacked it rolls itself into a ball, and becomes one 
mass of prickles. It is sometimes kept in houses, that 
it may eat up beetles and other pests. 
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THE OPOSSUM 

Is found throughout America, where it is hunted for the sake of its flesh. It lives m 
the trees, and often swings itself about by its tail. It is a very cunning animal, and 
often pretends to be dead. It has a pouch in which it carries its young. 










KANGAROOS. 

The Kangaroo is a native ot Australia, where it lives in troops among the woods and 
rocks. By means of its powerful tail and hind legs it can leap witli such amazing 
rapidity that a fast dog can scarcely overtake it. The female carries her young 
in a kind of pouch, shown in the engraving. 
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THE KAOLA. 

The Australians call this animal their Native Bear. It sometimes lives in trees, 
and sometimes burrows in the earth. It barks and drinks very like a dog. 
The Eaola is an unoffending animal, and lives on vegetable food. 




THE SQUIRREL PETAURUS. 

This active little creature, which is only eight inches long, is commonly called by the 
inhabitants of New South Wales, &c., the Sugar Squirrel. It c^ take most 



astonishing leaps, and can guide itself in its flight through the air. 
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THE HAMSTER 

Is common in many parts of Germany. It is a furious little animal, and will 
attack even a cart-wheel when it comes near. It not only devours large quantities 
of corn, but lays up stores in its burrows for the winter. 




THE COYPU 

Is a native of South America. It lives in troops, in the bays on the sea-coast, and 
feeds on shell-fish and vegetables. The far of the Coypu is used by the hatters. 
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THE BLACK RAT 

Is not very often seen now-a-days. It was at one time the common rat of England, 
but since the Norway rat made its appearance, this ancient inhabitant of our island 
has become quite scarce. 
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THE FIELD MOUSE 

Is a great plague to the farmers. If these Mice are 
not destroyed, they multiply so fast that they commit 
serious depredations among the com. They are 
killed in great numbers by Owls and Hawks. 



THE MOUSE 



Is too well known. There is scarcely a house in- 
habited by man in which this little creature does 
not take up its abode also. If caught young, the 
Mouse may easily be tamed. 
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THE NORWAY RAT. 

This destructive creature — called with us the Brown Rat — was first brought over 
from Norway in the timber ships. It has nearly exterminated the Black Rat in 
England) and we all know what a great pest it is, both in houses and bams. 
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THE LONG-SNOUTED SHREW, 

Or Trumpet-Rat. This singular looking little creature is found in the deserts of 
Southern Africa. It burrows in the ground, and lives like the mouse. 
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THE MOLE-RAT 

Is found in the South of Russia, and at the Oape of Grood Hope. One variety of this 
creature is quite blind, but can hear very acutely. It is more than double the size of 
our Mole, which it resembles in its habits. 




THE BEAVER 

Was at one time an inhabitant of England. Now it is found in some parts of Europe, 
and in great numbers in North America. Beavers build houses of mud and sticks, 
and live principally on the young branches of trees. They are hunted for theijr fur, 
which is very valuable. f~^ j 
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THE PORCUPINE 

Is a native of the South of Europe — ^India and Africa, It is often found more 
than two feet long. It burrows holes in the earth, from which it comes out at 
night to feed on vegetables. The quills on its back are very sharp, and when 
attacked it uses them with great power. 
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THE MUSQUASH 

Inhabits the banks of the lakes and rivers of North America. It builds houses of 
mud, something like the Beaver's, in which it passes the winter. Large numbers 
are taken every year for their fur. 
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THE AGOUTI 

Is a native of Guiana and Brazil. It is much hunted for the sake of its flesh, 
which is a great delicacy. It is about the size of a large rabbit, and lives 
in troops, in hollow trees, &c. 




THE PACA 



Is found in all the countries along the Eastern side of South America. It lives 
in forests, and wooded marshy places, and burrows a nest in the earth. Its flesh 
is something like pork, and is commonly eaten by the natives. 
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THE LAGOTIS 

Is found in Peru. It has long ears and a very long tail. It lives in holes 
in rocks, and feeds on vegetables. Like our rabbit, it is captured for the sake 
of its flesh and fur. 
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THE LEEOT 
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Is a little animal, common in many parts of Europe. It seeks out well-cultivated 
gardens, and eats the fruit in great quantities. It makes iu nest in holes 
in walls, or old trees. 
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THE GUINEA PIG, OR CAVY, 

This restless little creature was originally brought from South America. It is now 
domesticated in England, and is a great fevourite with boys, who often keep it 
with their Babbits. 
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THE MARMOT. 



This animal is common in the mountainous parts of Switzerland. It is about the size of 
a Rabbit, and of somewhat similar habits. Marmots live in troops ; they burrow in the 
earth, and remam torpid' during the winter. 
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WILD RABBITS. 

Babbits live in burrows in sandy hills. The female makes a nest of dried grass at the 
bottom of the burrow, and lines it with its own fur. The young' ones of the hare can 
run alone soon after their birth, but young rabbits are born blind, and cannot see for 
ten or twelve days, and do not leave their nest till they are five weeks old. A rabbit- 
warren by moonlight is a very amusing sight — hundreds of these little animals may be 
seen gambolling about and chasing each other — ^but at the slightest noise they run into 
their burrow, and disappear as if by magic. 
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A HARE CAUGHT BY A GREYHOUND. 

Hares are found throughout Europe. They do not burrow in the ground like rabbits, but make 
little nests, called forms, among the ferns and dried grass in the fields. They are everywhere 
hunted for the sake of their flesh and skins. 
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THE LEMMING. 

These little animals inhabit Norway, Sweden, and the adjoining countries, and the Northern 
parts of America. They burrow in the earth, and live in large numbers together ; sometimes they 
migrate from one place to another in such swarms that they devastate the country they pass through.

THE CHINCHILLA. 

These pretty little creatures, which resemble small rabbits both in appearance 
and habits, are natives of the mountainous parts of South America. Thousands 
of them are killed every year for the sake of their fur. 
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THE JERBOA 

Is found in Egypt, Barbary, and Nubia. It lives in troops, in long burrows, in 
which they make their nests and rear their young. They are about the size of 
large rats. They jump very much like the Kangaroo. 
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THE FLYING SQUIRREL 

Is found in the rocky mountains in North America. It is remarkable for the velocity 
of its motions : it darts from tree to tree so quickly, that the eye can scarcely follow it. 




THE SQUIRREL. 

This well-known little creature is found in various parts of Europe. It lives in trees, 
where it may often be seen frisking about from branch to branch with great activity. 
In winter it keeps in holes in trees, where it stores up nuts and other fruits. 
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THE ZEBU, 

Or Brahmin Bull, is common in all parts of India, where it is treated with great 
reverence by the Hindoos. It is remarkable for the peculiar hump on the 
shoulders. The Zebu is constantly used for agricultural purposes. 




THE AMERICAN BISON. 

These immense animals live in great herds in the vast uninhabited prairies of 
North America, where they are constantly hunted both by the Indians and the 
white men for the sake of their skins. They are very powerful brutes. 
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THE YAK 

Inhabits Tartary and the mountainous parts of India, 
often used in India as a fan to keep oiF mosquitos. 
Bull, from the peculiar noise it utters. 
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The hair of its tail is very fine, and is 
It is sometimes called the Grunting 
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THE ZBBRA ANTELOPE. 

Among the immense variety of wild animals which inhabit the Southern parts of 
Africa, there are none more singularly marked than the Zebra Antelope. Like 
others of its tribe it lives in herds among the vast plains, where it leads an insecure 
existence, constantly subject to the attacks of more powerful animals. 
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THE CHAMOIS 

Inhabits the Alpine mountains of Europe and Western Asia. When pursued, this 
timid creature leaps from rock to rock with most astonishing rapidity ; and it is 
only by the greatest patience that the hunter can get it within reach of his gun.

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THE IBEX. 
This bold and active animal inhabits the Alpine mountains of Europe and Western Asia. 
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THE ORYX 

Is a species of Antelope inhabiting Southern Africa, where it !§ <^ften hrfntl^/-^QTp 
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THE MOUFLON 

Is a wild sheep inhabiting the mountainous parts of Corsica, Sardinia, and Greece. 
It is very active, and cannot be captured except by patiently waiting till it 
approaches the hunter. 




THE ARGALI, OR MOUNTAIN MOUFLON, 

Is remarkable for the size of its horns. It inhabits the mountains of California^ 
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MERINO SHEEP. 

This far-famed breed of Sheep is now chiefly reared in Spain and Germany. Great pains 
are taken with them to render their wool of the finest quality. 







THE SYRIAN SHEEP. 



The tul of this animal grows so fat and long, that the shepherds are often obliged to make 



little carts for it to rest upon. This sheep is found also in the Southern parts of/ 
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THE GIRAFFE. 

This beautiful creature is only found in the South of Africa, where it is often seen eighteen feet 
high. It is the tallest of all animals. Giraffes are generally found in herds of about ten to 
fifteen. They eat the leaves of trees, and but rarely put their heads to the ground. They 
run awkwardly when chased, and defend themselves by kicking with their hind legs. 
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THE ARABIAN CAMEL 
Is a native of Arabia, where it. is of the greatest use to the inhabitants in travelling 
across the sandy plains. It is often called the Sliip of the Desert. The Dromedary is 
a smiEdler and swifter kind of Camel, which is treated with great care. 




THE BACTRIAN CAMEL, 
Which has two humps on its back, is only found in the central countries of Asia. It is 

a rough looking animal, and quite as useful as its Arabian brother. C^OOjCjIp 
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THE WHITE LLAMA 

Is a native of Peru, and other countries of South America. It is often domesticated, and 

used as the Camel is in the East. Its wool is useful for clothing, and its flesh for food. 
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THE PACO 
Is another kind of Llama, from which the Alpaca wool is procured. This is the finest and most 
valuable for manufactures. The Paco is an inhabitant of the mountains of South America. 
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THE RED DEER. 



This is the largest of the Deer tribe inhabiting Great Britain. It is still found in a wild 
state upon the hills of Scotland, where at certain seasons it is either hunted with strong and 
swift dogs, or ^^ stalked" by the sportsman, who, with great caution, gets near enough to 
shoot it with a rifle. The deer we see in parks in England are usually the Fallow-deer. 
They are smaller than the Red Deer. 
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THE ELK 

Is found iti the Northern countries of Europe and America. It is a powerful animal, and 
can kill a wolf with a blow from its horns. When the ground is covered with hard snow 
it is often chased — as its weight forces its legs through the snow,^nd it soon gets tired. 




THE ELAMD. 
This is the largest of the Antelope tribe. It is found in the mterior of Southern Africa, 
where it is often hunted for the sake of its flesh, which is said to be delicious in flavour. 3q[^ 
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THE ZEBRA 

Is only found in large herds in the mountainous parts of the South of Africa. It is a beautiful 
creature, and very swift and strong, but is so wild that hot one has ever been tamed. 
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THE WILD ASS, 

Or Dzigguetai, is one of the swiftest animals that is known. It b tound in Persia, in 
large herds, which scour away over the deserts the moment danger is near. 




THE ASS OF POITOU. 

This is a rough-looking variety of the Ass — which seems to be a different creature in 
almost every country. In the East the Ass is treated with more respect than the Horse. ^ 
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THE AFRICAN ELEPHANT AND YOUNG ONE. 



This is the largest of all quadrupeds. Throughout many of the wild parts of Africa and India 
Elephants are met with in herds of various numbers. They feed on the branches of trees and roots, 
and go at night to the rivers for water. The Elephant drinks through its proboscis or trunk, with 
which it gathers its food and conveys it to its mouth.

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INDIAN ELEPHANTS. 
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THE WILD BOAR. 

Some animal of this kind is found in nearly every country. It is common in Germany, 
where it is much hunted. It is a savage animal, and defends itself fiercely with its tusks. 
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THE WART-HOG OP ABYSSINIA. 

This ugly and savage creature is found in many parts of Africa. It is the fiercest 

of its tribe, and hunters have to take great care how they approach it 







THE BABYROUSSA, 
Or Hog-deer, is an inhabitant of Java and the Molucca islands. It lives in troops, 
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which do much damage to the maize crops. 




THE RHINOCEROS. 

There are several kinds of Rhinoceros — some white and some black, some with 
one horn, some with two. They mostly inhabit the vast forests and deserts of 
Africa and India. The black species is much more fierce than the white. They 
rarely attack man except when provoked. They feed on grass and thorns, and 
their flesh is considered better than beef. 
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THE AMERICAN TAPIR. 

There are two kinds of the Tapir — one inhabiting South America and the other 
Malay. The Malay Tapir is about six feet high, and very strong. It is fond of 
the water, and lives on vegetables. 




THE PECCARY. 

This singular little animal is a native of South America. It is armed with sharp 
tusks about an inch and a half long, with which it will attack men, horses, or any 
animal that comes near it As the Peccaries roam about in herds, they ^re|nuQ 
dreaded, for they will fight till the last one is killed. 
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THE HIPPOPOTAMUS 

Is only found in Africa, upon the banlcs of rivers and the great lakes. These immense and 
unwieldy creatures live in troops, and feed on herbage and young trees. Tiiey can walk at 
the bottom of a river for five or six minutes, but are then obliged to rise to the surface to 
breathe. They are generally inoffensive, but when roused to anger are most dangerous 
opponents. The flesh is eaten, and is considered excellent 
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THE PANGOLIN, 

Or long-tailed Manis, is found in Africa. It is covered with scales, which are so hard, 
that when it rolls itself up, scarcely any creature can hurt it. It lives on insects. The 
Armadillo of South America b a very similar animal ; it burrows in the ground, and 
eats carrion and ants. 




THE ANT-EATER. 

This singular animal inhabits the Northern countries of South America. It lives 
chiefly on ants, which it takes by thrusting its long tongue into their nests. It rolls 
itself to sleep, when it looks like a bundle of hay. 
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THE ECHIDNA, 

Or Australian Hedgehog, is found in New South Wales. It burrows to a great deplh. 
It has neither teeth nor ears. It feeds at night on ants and other insects. 







THE DUCK-BILLED PLATYPUS, 

Or Omithorhynchus, is one of the most curious creatures in nature. It has webbed feet, 
and a beak like a Duck, and passes most of its time in the water. It is only found in 
Australia. It feeds on shell-fish and insects. * 
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THE GOLDEN EAGLE. 



This magnificent bird inhabits many parts of Europe, and is not uncommon in the North of Scotland. 
It feeds on sea-birds, and, when it has young ones, will carry off hares, rabbits, and lambs to its nest. 
It is about four feet in length, and its wings, outspread, measure upwards of eight feet. 
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THE WHITE-HEADED SEA EAGLE 

Is found in many parts of North America, and is often seen at the fSedls of Niagara. It is a 
very fierce bird, and will attack young deer and birds as large as the swan. Vultures, and 
all other birds of prey, will leave their prey and wait at a distance when this Eagle comes. 
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THE BEARDED VULTURE, 

Or Lamm^eyer (Lamb's Vulture), inhabits the mountains of Germany and Switzerland. 
It preys on the Chamois and Alpine Hare, and is the terror of the shepherds who feed their 
flocks in the valleys. It is very fierce, and does not fear mankind. 
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THE VULTURE. 
There are many kinds of Vulture inhabiting Europe, Africa, and America, 
feed on dead bodies, and thus render great service in warm climates.

THE EGYPTIAN VULTURE, 
Sometimes called " Pharaoh's Chicken," is not much larger than a Raven.

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THE CONDOR. 



This is the largest of the birds of prey. It is sometimes found four feet in lengthy and its 
wings, when expanded, twelve feet from tip to tip. This bird, and the King Vulture, which 
is very similar, are inhabitants of South America. 
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THE OSPREY, 
Or Fishing-Hawk, is found along nearly all the sea-coasts of Europe and America. 
It feeds upon fish, and often when it is bearing one away in its talons, the great 
Sea Eagle will pounce down upon it, and carry off the prey it has just caught. 




THE SECRETARY BIRD 
Is so called because of a tuft of feathers, which looks like a pen stuck behind the 

ear. It is an inhabitant of South America, where it feeds on snakes, &c. ^ 
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THE HOBBY. 
This Hawk only Tints England in the Summer. It preys on birds and small animals. 




THE PEREGRINE FALCON. 
This is the Falcon that was formerly used in Ebwking^ 
It will boldly attack the Heron and other large birds. 
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THE GOSHAWK 

Is sometimes found in England. It feeds on 

hares, rabbits, and small birds. 
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THB SPARROW HAWK. 

This bird is rearj common in England, and may often be seen skimming 
along rery swiftly about two feet from the ground. It feeds on pigeons 
and other small birds, and rats and mice. 




THE MERLIN. 

This is the smallest of the Falcon tribe, and used to 
be covisidered the Ladies' Hawk. It is a courageous 
bird, and will attack animals much larger than itself. 




THE KITE. 



This bird is common in England, and almost all 
Northern countries. It is a ^ great plague to the 
farmers, as it is especially fond of poultry. 
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THE EAGLE OWL 

Is an inhabitant of many parts of Europe, particularly Russia and Germany. The pair 
build their nest in the cleft of a rock or crevice in a ruin, and go out as dusk approaches 
in pursuit of food. They are very destructive to hares and partridges, and will attack 
-and kill young lambs. 
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THE SNOWY OWL 

Is sometimes found in England, and more frequently in the North of Europe 

and Nortli America. It makes its nest on the ground 




THE TAWNY OWL. 

This bird firequents the woods. Its cry is an 

often-repeated " Tu-whit ! tu-whoo ! ! " 




THE BARN OWL 

Is common in England. It only flies at night, 
when it feeds on mic^:^^^]^ small reptiles. 
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THE GOAT-SUCKER, 

Called also the Nigfat-jar or Fern Owl, is oommbn in England and throughout 
Europe. It flies out of an evening in pursuit of moths and other insects. 
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THE SWALLOW. 
There are aereral different kinds of Swallow — ^the Chimney Swdlow, Swift, 
Sand Martin, Hotue Martin, &e. They are very similar in appearance, and 

all come to their old nests in the Spiine, and leave us in the Autumn. /^^ .^.rx/^T.o 
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THE KINGFISHER. 

This beaudfiil little bird is common in most parts of England. It lives on the 
banks of small streams, &nd may often be seen watching for fish, on which it 
principally feeds. Its plumage is of a brilliant blue and red. 







THE GRAY SHRIKE, 

Or Butcher-Bird, is sometimes found in England. When it has caught a 
small bird or mouse, the Shrike carries it to the nearest hedge, and impales 

it on a thorn — ^to devour it at leisure. 
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THE MOCKING BIRD 
Is found in many parts of North America. It is the most brilliant songster 
in the world, and can imitate the Toice of every other animal. When it sings, 
all other birds are silent. 
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THE RED-BAOKED SHRIKE. 

This bird is more* common in England than the Gray Shrike. It feeds 
principally on insects, which it impales on thorns. It is a noisy bird, uid 
may often be seen in the Spring. 
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THE WHINCHAT 
Comes to England in the Spring, and may often be seen among the furze on commons. 




THE STONECHAT 

Is similar to the Whinchat It makes its nest under stones. 
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THE ROBIN REDBREAST. 

Every child knows this pretty bird and its sweet song. The Redbreast is 
often so tame that it will come when called, and will hop about a parlour as 
if it had a right to be there. It is a fierce bird for its size.

THE NIGHTINGALE. 

This is the sweetest songster that we have in England. In the dusk of the 
evening, and often all night long, it may be heard pouring out its wild 
melody fironi the midst of thick groves. 
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THE DIPPER, 

Or Water Ouzel, is found principally on the banks of streams in Derbyshire 
and Yorkshire. It can dive for a long way under the water, and some 
naturalists say can walk along the pebbly bottom. It feeds on small fish 
and insects. 
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THE THRUSH, 

Or Mavis, is one of our most delightful songsters. It often begins to sing in 
' January, and will continue its warbling notes long after other birds. 
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THE FIELDFARE 

Is a native of the cold countries of the North of Europe. As soon as the 
Winter becomes severe there it .flies in flocks to us and other wanner 
countries, and stays till the approach of Spring. The Field&re is 
considered very good eating. 
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THE BLACKBIRD.^ 

This is another of our best English song-birds. In the early morning, 
and in the evening especially, it is very fond of making the woods ring 
with its clear and melodious notes. Its bill is of a bright orange-colour. 
Schoolboys are very fond of its eggs, which are of a bluish-green colour, 
spotted with brown. 
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THE KING TODY. 

There are two or three kinds of this bird, the handsomest of which is called 
the Royal or King Tody, from the beautiful crown of feathers on its head. 
They are all of brilliant plumage, and all inhabit South America. 




THE TAILOR BIRD. 



This little bird, which is only three and a half inches long, is a native ot 
India. It makes its nest on a leaf at the end of a twig, and very ingeniously 
sews another leaf to it — so that its cradle may have a better *^PP^tized bv GOQSlc 
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THE LONG-TAILED TITMOUSE. 
This restless little bird is one of the commonest in our fields. Its nest is a 
great favourite with schoolboys — ^it is entirely closed in except, one little hole, 
just large enough for the bird to creep in at. 








THE BLUE TITMOUSE. THE COLE TITMOUSE. 

These are well-known birds in every part of England. The Blue-Tit is often seen in our gardens 
and orchards. The Cole-Tit frequents the woods and fir plantatioii^ft.([^ qqq|^ 
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THE WREN 
Is seen in almost every hedge in England— jerking its little tedl, and uttering 
its sweet little song. Schoolboys never attack the nests of the Robin and Wren. 




THE GOLDEN-CRESTED WREN. 

This is the smallest bird we have in a wild state in England. When it is 
flitting about in gardens, it often raises up the golden-coloured tuft of feathers 



on its head, and looks like d flash of light among the bushes. 
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THE WATER WAGTAIL 

Is commonly seen running along the banks of little streams, or wading 
breast high in the water. This pretty little bird is easily known by the 
incessant vibration of its tail. 
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THE GOLDEN ORIOLE. 

This beautiful bird is common in France in the summer-time, and occasionaUy 
visits England. It is very shy, and can seldom be approached by a sportsman.

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THE MEADOW PIPIT, 

Often called the Titlark, is a common inhabitant of our commons and 
meadows. Like the Skylark it warbles in the air; but it will also sing 
from any little elevation on the ground. 




THE SKYLARK. 

Who does not know the Skylark and its beautiful voice ? There is a story 
told of an English gold-digger in Australia, who, when he heard this bird 
pouring out its well-known song in a cage by a cottage door, ofiered his 
horse and cart for it, but the owner would not part with his precious treasure^.-^ j 
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THE BOHEMIAN WAXWING, 

Or Waxen Chatterer, is very common in Norway and Russia, and often pays 
us a visit in the Winter. It has a red spot on its wings, like a drop of 
red sealing wax. 
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THE YELLOW-HAMMER 

Is an inhabitant of every part of England, and 
may be seen in our hedges all the year round. 
It has a sweet little song. The eggs are white, 
and marked as if scribbled over by a child. 
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THE GIRL BUNTING 

Is only found in the Southern counties of 
England and the warmer countries of Europe. 
It is very like the Yellpw-Hammer and Linnet, 
with which it often associates. 
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THE GOLDFINCH, 

With its coat of scarlet and gold, is one of the prettiest of the Englbh 
birds. It 18 very fond of the down of the thistle and groundsel. It sings very 
sweetly, and when tamed may be taught many curious tricks. 





THE BULLFINCH 

Is easily known by its red breast and short thick 
neck. It is common in many parts of England, 
especially among fir-trees. It has but little song 
of its own, but it can be taught to pipe tunes 
in a most entertaining manner. 



THE CHAFFINCH 

Is, next to the Sparrow, the most constant 
frequenter of our gardens. Its sprightly song 
may constantly be heard in the Spring, and in 
Germany it is much admired. Its nest i« 
beautifully made, and lined with moss. 
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THE JAY 

Is readily known by the blue feathers in its wings. It is a shy bird, and 
inhabits the thickest woods. It may easily be tamed, and is then very 
amusing and very mischievous. It can likewise be made to talk. 




THE HEDGE SPARROW, 

Or Accentor, is very like the House Sparrow, 
but is smaller, and has a little song more 
pleasant than the chirp of its brother, 
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THE LINNET, 

Or Redpole, is often caught for its sweet song, 
which it continues in captivity. When wild, it has 
^ red breast, but this disappears wh<en caged. 
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THE SISKIN 

Is one of the Finches, and more common in Gennany and Scodand 
than in England. It builds its nest on the tops* of fir-trees, and has

THE CBEEPEB. 
This restless little bird may often be seen running up the trunks of trees, 
and searching everywhere with its long beak for insects. It frequents the

THE SOCIABLE GROSBEAKS 
Are inhabitants of Southern Africa. They live in flock« of five or six 
hundred, and all make their nests together in one structure, on a lai^ge tree. 
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THE CROSSBILL 
Is found in almost every Northern country. It feeds chiefly o%jrt|1|^Efi<'^^OOQlC 
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STARLINGS. 

These birds come to England in March and leave in October. They usually fly in 
large flocks, and make a great chattering. The Starling may readily be tamed. 




THE ROOK 

Is found in every part of Europe. It is very coTmnon in England, and great flocks may 
often be seen inhabiting the tall elm-trees near a country mansion. 
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THE JACKDAW 

Is smaller than the Rook. It loves to build its nest in holes in ^Id castles, 
and in the towers of churches ; and there great flocks of these birds may often 
be seen whirling about, and keeping up an incessant chattering. 
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THE CROW. 

This bird is hardly to be distinguished from the Rook, but the pair build their ^

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THE HORNBILL.

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THE APTERYX.

Travellers relate that they have seen hundreds of scarlet 
Flamingos standing side by side on the banks of lakes, where they look like an army 
drawn up for battle. They rest standing on one leg. For their nests they build a 
singular little hillock of mud, on the top of which they lay their eggs. 
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THE PELICAN 

li a large bird, inhabiting the South Eastern Countries of Europe and parts of Africa 
and India. It is remarkable for the pouch under its lower bill, which can be distended, 
so that it' will hold nearly two gallons of water. 




THE MANDARIN DUCK, 

Or Chinese Teal, is a native of China. Like the Summer Duck of America it roosts at 
night in trees. The feathers of the male bird are of tiie most brilliant colon; 
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THE STORMY PETREL, 
Called by the sailors " Mother Carey's Chicken," is seen flying over the waves during 
the stormiest weather, in search of any food it can find on the surface of the water. 
It follows ships for miles. 
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THE GULL 



Is found on every sea and on every shore. They breed in great numbers on the rocksQQJ^ 
upon the coast of Great Britain, and may sometimes be seen many miles inland. ^ 
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DIVERS AND PUFFINS. 



The Divers inhabit only the Northern Coasts. They dive far into the water in pursuit 
of fish^ and are often caught in nets. The Puffins inhabit the same parts^ but are more 
often seen on the English shorest They also are excellent divert. 
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THE HORNED AND CRESTED GREBES AND LITTLE GREBES. 

These birds live in lakes and ponds^ and make their nests among the rushes. The 
Little Grebe, called sometimes the Dabchick, is common in the South of England. 
It dives so quickly, that on seeing the flash of a gun it is gone before the shot reaches it. 




THE TERN, 

Or Sea-Swallow, is found on many coasts. It flies with great swiftness over the wa^ 
and snatches its prey from the surface# Digitized 
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AUKS AND PENGUINS. 



The Auks inhabit the coasts of the Arctic Seas, where they breed in infinite numbers. 
Of the Penguins there are several kinds ; the largest frequents Patagonia. All these 
birds have their wings so small that they cannot fly ; and, from the position of their 
feet, they waddle very awkwardly oh land ; but they swim and dive with great celerit]|.^ 
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THE WANDERING ALBATROSS- 

Thb b the largest of the ocean birds, and has been found measuring seventeen feet in the 
extent of its wings. So strong is it that it will accompany a ship for whole days without 
even resting on the waves. It is found in nearly every sea, and feeds on fish, and almost 
anything else that the sea turns up. 
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THE CORMORANT 

Is found on the English, and all the Northern Coasts of Europe. It is a very greedy bird, and will 
swallow food till it can eat no longer. In former days it was tamed and tr^ned to catch fish, 
which it was prevented from swallowing by a ring placed round its neck. The Chinese pursue the 
same plan to this day. 
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
